duce; faid‘it was a general invitation addrefied to all'the world Danes, 
Flemings, French, and Florentines, were therefore te be made. ac- 
quainted with it, fur which reafon he wilted, after it thould be. paffed; 
it thould be tranflated into the forcign tangues, and publithed in every 
metropolis. He faid, feveral ftatutes had been made both in this coun- 
try and England, for naturalizing foreigners, tit they wers-imperfedt ;

Heé*then faid he would, at the proper time, 
move, that foreigners coming here fhouldy for feven year's, be exempted 
from parochial dutics, but not from corporation taxes. He however 
fubmitted all to the wiflom of the Houle, but he thought it worthy 
their particular attention, to refleét upon one ill confequence this bill 
might produce, which’ was, that it would not only bring amongft vs 
people of oppofite principles and manners, but open the door to, Jews. 
It was a favourite opinion with many, that the Jews Brought wealth a-

and mate of -a fhip of 160 tous burthen, they were not li- 
able to be impreffed. On the other hand, it was argued, 
that thefe men were not matter and mate, as they alledged, 
as, in the letter of marque and Admiralty protection found 
aboard. their fhip, another perfon ‘was mentioned as matter. 


. Such being thefeafe, it was contended, that thefe perfons 


could not enter any claim as mafter and mate, without in- 
ftructing it by writtea evidence, which was not attempted 


‘to be done; the .whole thip papers, except the letter of 


margue and protection, having been feereted by themfelves. 
Ie was alfo argued, that there was no ftatute exempting ma- 


fters and mates from the imprefs, and that in particular the '

mafter and mate of a fmuggliag veflel were certainly not in- 
titled to any fuch favour. The fufpenders on the other hand 
alledged, that as yet there was no proof of their having 
frauggled, and that, being the principal men found aboard 
the fhip when feized, they were entitled to-claim as matter 
and mate. . The Court did not give any decifion on the 
points at iffue, though feveral arguments on both fides were 
canvafled by the Judges; but they were of opinion, that the 
cafe merited a more full difcuflion than it could poflibly un- 
dergo inthe then fhapt of the caufe; and, in the mean 
time, they ordered the fafpenders to be liberated, upon 
finding bail to the amount of.
